Targets In Germany 


Attacked During 


17th Night 


London, June 28 (AP)—Flames 


"all beyond control" were left raging 
in the important north German port 
of Bremen and its shipyards today 
after an unusually heavy night at- 
tack by British bombers—the 17th 
in succession—on northwestern Ger- 
many, the air ministry news service 
announced. 


The announcement was made as 


new waves went roaring out again 
over the German-held French coast. 


Indicating the feroetty-of both the 


attack and defense on last night's 
raids, the British acknowledged the 
loss of 12 of their own bombers— 
a number in excess of previous ac- 
knowledged losses on such raids. 


The British also attacked the Vul- 


can shipbuilding yards at Vegesack, 
which have been adapted for con- 
struction of submarines. Direct hits 
were made here and many large 
fires started, it was said. 


Details of the loss of the 12 bomb- 


ers were withheld, but the Air Min- 
istry emphasized that in addition to 
bad cloud and ice conditions, Ger- 
man fighters collected in the cloud 
openings and anti-aircraft 
guns 


gave a "very fierce barrage" around 
Bremen. 


The daylight raids started method- 


ically on schedule today. 


Preliminary reports said the tar- 


get was bombed heavily and that 
all bombers had returned safely 
from the morning raid. 


Nazi Planes Scarce 


Pilots reported sighting only a few 


Nazi planes in their operations over 
France and said they shot down 
three of them. Three RAP fighter 
planes were reported missing but 
the pilot of one of these was re- 
ported safe. 


In last night's widespread opera- 


tions, the Air Ministry said, targets- 
at Bremerhaven, Cuxhaven, Olden- 
burg, Den Helder, Dunkerque, Calais, 
Bremen and Vegesack were at- 
tacked successfully and many direct 
hits were scored. 


The ministry acknowledged the 


toss -of -12 bombers itrlaEtsTBigB 
forays, which ran to 17 straight the 
nocturnal smashes on vital indus- 
trial targets of northwestern Ger- 
many. 


Fires Started ia Bermen 


"Powerful attacks" were said, to 


have been made on the port of 
Bremen, "where very large fires were 
started." Many fires also were 
started in the shipyards and among 
industrial objectives at Vegesack, 
near Bremen, a communique said. 


And this morning they started 


out bright-and early again.

Washington. June 28 (AP) — 


American shipments of oil and 
other vitally needed supplies to 
French north African colonies — 
interrupted by Vichy's "collabora- 
tion" with Germany in Syria — are 
to be resumed as a result of a new 
understanding between the United 
States, Great Britain and France. 


The British navai authorities at 


Bermuda yesterday permitted the 
French oil tanker Scheherazade to 
esume its vpyage from the United 
States to Casablanca. 


While no official statement was 


ssued in Washington or London it 
was said in informed quarters here 
hat the shipments would not have 
been resumed unless Great Britain 
and the United States had received 
dequate assurances that General 
Maxime Weygand's army would not 
become involved in major military 
action against the British, and that 
he north African colonies would 
ot be turned o 


military uses.

York fight Mrs Conn had a severe 
sinking spell, and physicians said 
there was "absolutely no hope" she 
could rally from it. The last rites 
of the Catholic Church were ad 
ministered. 


But Mrs. Conn still held on. 
"I've got to live—I can't' worry 


Billy," she _ whispered weakly to 
members of the family. "Don't tell 
Billy I'm so sick." 


After a gallant stand against the 


powerful Brown Bomber, Billy was 
kayoed in the unlucky 13th round— 
the first time he was ever knocked 
out. 


"Don't worry mom," was the way 


Billy cheered her up afterward. 
"Ill beat him next- time." 


And with that dream in her mind, 


Mrs. Conn lived on for another nine 
days, finally succumbing last night. 


Billy flew home from New York 


Wednesday, when his mother suf- 
fered a relapse, then left to referee 
a fight in Baltimore when it was 
believed she had rallied- 


He was in Atlantic City, N. J., 


with his fiancee, Mary Louise Smith, 
last night and burst into tears when 
told of her death. He left for Pitts- 
burgh immediately.

Seth Gordon, the executive di­ 
rector, announced shooting hours 
for the season, which last until 
September 30 as 6 a. rn to 7:30 p rn 
(EST). 
Gordon advised hunters: 
1. "Don't sit near a groundhog 
hole, a tree or a fence. . . . "Keep 
out in the open.” 
2. "Don't go to sleep while hunt­ 
ing.” 
"Wear bright red and plenty of 
it, especially on the head and shoul­ 
ders.” 
4. "Don’t shoot at long distances." 
5. "Look three times, and make 
certain of your object, before shoot­ 
ing.’’ 
The director declared "criminal 
prosecution will be instituted in 
every case of carelessness." 
The commission has made its "en­ 
tire force" of game protectors avail­ 
able in the field to district attor­ 
neys "to make investigations and 
gather evidence” in all cases of per­ 
sonal injury, Gordon added.

Materials

Harrisburg, June 
28—Mark S. 


James, State Secretary 
of Com- 


merce, reported 
today 
Pennsyl- 


vania's high-powered production Is 
slowing down for lack of primary 
materials. • 


The secretary's findings after a 


check through this Industrial Com- 
monwealth substantiated the state- 
ment of Dr. A. C. Marts, director of 
the State Defense Council, that 
Pennsylvania now is "operating at 
only about a third of its productive 
capacity." 


"The reason why the plants can't 


get going is because they can't get 
the materials they need," James as- 
serted. As an example he cited the 
Sylvania company at Emporium 
which "will have to close because it 
can't get the nickel it needs to man- 
ufacture radio tubes." 


Priorities for defense work have 


taken raw materials from the usual 
markets, he explained. 


Airplane Assembly Plant 


James also disclosed his depart- 


ment was urging the federal gov- 
ernment to open an v assembly plant 
in western Pennsylvania for the air- 
craft industry. 


"The government has supplied 


the money to build four plants now 
but none of the states are to as 
good position as Pennsylvania 
to 


get the work done quickly," James 
said. 


"Here we're close to the scource 


of labor—we have good transporta- 
tion. 


Greensburg Suggested Site 


The location best suited for a 


plane assembly plant, James assert- 
ed, is near Greensburg. He said he 
had "high hopes" that the govern- 
ment would erect a plant there.

Already on the road to Moscow, 


along which a German pincers 
movement is aimed at Minsk, capi- 
tal of White Russia, the German 
mechanized forces were said to have 
suffered heavy losses from the Rus- 
sian delaying action and new at- 
tempts of the Germans to advance 
were "stopped by our forces," said 
today's Soviet communique. 


"An attack by our Cavalry 


Division has completely

hilated the Sixth Regiment of 
the enemy which has made at- 
tempts to cross the river Prut," 
the communique stated. 


The Prut forms the border of 


Bessarabia. 


On the northern part of the 1,000- 


mile active front, that is from 
Przemysl, Poland, to the Baltic Sea, 
the communique said: "Our troops 
have repulsed numerous attempts 
of the enemy to penetrate into our 
territory, but our armies hold firmly 
state frontiers." 


Because the Russian command it- 


self had acknowledged withdrawal 
to the Siauliai and Vilna sectors of 
Lithuania and the 
Baranowicze 


sector of Poland this passage of the 
communique apparently meant that 
Russians consider the old frontier, 
and not the border of the occupied 
buffer zone, as the real limit of Rus- 
sia. 


On the west coast the CIO ma- 


chinists gave NDMB some encour- 
agement by voting, to go back to 
work in the San Francisco Bay ship- 
yards, if they are given a separate 
contract.

week we concluded our column by 
listing the children of Hendrick (2) 
and Classic (Boomgaet) Brinker- 
hoff. Their fourth son and youngest 
child, as you may recall, was named 
Jacobus (3) Brinkerhoff. He, Jaco- 
bus (3). was baptized March 29, 1865, 
(probably born in the early part of 
the same year), and was married on 
April 17, 1708 to Agnitie, the daugh- 
ter of Hendrick Banta. 


Joris (4) Brinkerhoff. the young- 


est son of Jacobus (3) and Agnitie 
(Banta) Brinkerhoff, the common 
ancestor of the Pennsylvania branch 
of the family, was born October 9. 
1719. probably in the old homestead 
on the Hachensack, for when Hen- 
jdrick (2) Brinkerhoff died in 1710. 
j Jacobus (3) Brinkerhoff and bis 
brother. Dirck (3). by inheritance 
and purchase became the owners of 
the homestead. 


Of the early life of Joris (4) 


Brinkerhoff we know very little. In 
November. 1745. he married Martina 
Bogart. and settled upon a farm 
near Schroalenburgh. Bergan Coun- 
ty. New Jersey. Here he remained 
an honored member of the commun- 
ity. and of the Dutch Church, until 
the spring of 1770. Here. also, his 
seven children, all boys, were bom.

The Senate also gave quick ap- 


proval to the $54,795,200 annual ap- 
propriation bill for the District of 
Columbia; and sent to the" White 
House a measure extending the life 
of the Federal Housing Administra- 
tion for two years and increasing 
from $±,000,000,000 to $5,000,000,000 
the amount of mortgage insurance 
it, may have outstanding.

Last 
week we concluded our column by 
listing the children of Hendrick (2) 
and Claasie 
(Boomgaet) 
B rinker­ 
hoff Their fourth son and youngest 
child, as you may recall, was named 
Jacobus (3) Brinkerhoff 
He, Jaco­ 
bus (.3), was baptized M arch 29, 1865, 
(probably born in the early part of 
the same year), and was m arried on 
April 17, 1708 to Agnitie, the daugh­ 
ter of Hendrick Bauta. 
Joris (4) Brinkerhoff. the young­ 
est son of Jacobus (3) and Agnitie 
B auta) Brinkerhoff, the common 
ancestor of the Pennsylvania branch 
of the family, was born October 9, 
1719, probably in the old homestead 
on the Hachensack, for when Hen­ 
drick (2) Brinkerhoff died in 1710, 
Jacobus 
(3) 
Brinkerhoff and his 
brother, Dirck (3), by inheritance 
and purchase became the owners of 
the homestead. 
Of the early life of Joris (4) 
Brinkerhoff we know very little. In 
November, 1745, he m arried M artina 
Bogart, and settled upon a farm 
near Schroalenburgh. Bergan Coun­ 
ty, New Jersey. Here he remained 
an honored member of the commun­ 
ity. and of the Dutch Church, until 
the spring of 1770. Here, also, his 
seven children, all boys, were born. 
In the spring of 1770, he, Joris 
(4) Brinkerhoff, removed, with his 
family, to York (now Adams) coun­ 
ty, Pennsylvania, and settled upon 
lands located four miles northwest 
of Gettysburg. Ju st why he decided 
to emigrate to another locality at 
this late date is not definitely known, 
for he was fifty-one years of age at 
the time 
In addition to that he 
owned a good farm in New Jersey, 
was a Bergan county magistrate, 
and a ruling elder in the Dutch Re­ 
formed Church of th a t place. 
The 
only reason for the move, within the 
bounds of possibility, was the fact 
th at a new country would offer a 
wider range of opportunity for his 
seven sons. At any rate, whatever 
his motive, in the spring of 1770, we 
find him, with his family, among Hie 
pioneers of the Dutch Colony of the 
Conewago, located upon a five hun­ 
dred and twenty acre farm in Stra- 
This colony of Hie 
t Conewago (Dutch) ultim ately con­ 


sisted of 150 families, mainly from 
Bergan County, New Jersey, and was 
established during the decade im ­ 
mediately preceding the Revolution. 
Some of the Dutch were in this lo­ 
cality (Conewago) as early as 1765, 
but, as we said in a previous column, 
the m ajority came later. A church 
was soon organized here, and Joris 
(4) 
Brinkerhoff became a ruling 
elder. The deed for Hie land this 
m an purchased in Straban township 
bears the date M arch 21, 1771. 
Joris (4) Brinkerhoff spent the re­ 
m ainder of his life on his farm in 
Straban township until his death 
on January 3, 1810, at the advanced 
age of ninety years. 
He, Joris 
(4), was a leading m an in the Cone­ 
wago colony, as well as a m agistrate 
for many years. 
A descendant of 
Joris (4) Brinkerhoff, tells us that 
—"he was a large, powerful man, 
over six feet tall, broad across the 
shoulders and strongly built. 
He 
lived in the times th at tried m en’s 
souls, and was an advocate of the 
cause of American Independence." 
His sons, all except the youngest one, 
served in the Revolutionary W ar, 
and family tradition tells us th a t 
after one of the sons had served six 
m onths in the Army, he returned 
home on a furlough," but the old 
gentlem an (Joris [4]) would have 
him off again," saying he could run 
the plantation with the help of his 
slaves, of which he had quite a 
number. 
It is interesting to note, 
however, th a t he freed all of his 
slaves before his death. 
Both Joris (4) and his wife M ar­ 
tina (Bogart) Brinkerhoff, are bur 
ied 
in 
the old 
Dutch Reformed 
cemetery. The inscription from the 
stone m arking their graves is as 
follows; 
“In Memory of 
George Brinkerhoff aud Wife 
The First Family of the Name 
T hat Settled in Pennsylvania 
In 1770 
George Brinkerhoff 
Born October 9, 1719 
Died January 3, 1810 
Aged 90 years, 2 m onths 
and 24 days." 
Note: “Joris” is the D utch version 
, of the English “George." 
We will continue our notes on the 
Brinkerhoff family next week.

William Guggenheim 


New York, June 28 (AP) —William 


GUggcnhelm. 72, youngest of seven 
brothers who pyramided a suppos- 
edly worthless mine into an indus- 
trial empire, died Friday night after 
an illness of several weeks. 


Although he retired from the fam- 


ily firm 40 years ago to devote him- 
self to philanthropic and patriotic 
enterprises, and wrote many book- 
lets with patriotism his theme, Gug- 
genheim remained best known as 
one of America's copper kings. 


Of the seven sons of Meyer Gug- 


genheim, who made the name fam- 
ous as founder of the vast mining 
dynasty, 
William, was the 
best 


known with the possible exception 
of Simon, once a United States Sen- 
ator, and Daniel, donor of the fund 
for promotion of aeronautics. 


Born in Philadelphia, William 


Guggenheim was graduated 
from 


the University of Pennsylvania in 
1889, and the next year became su- 
perintendent of the Philadelphia 
Smelting and Refining Company of 
Pueblo. Colo. For the next ten 
years he was general manager of 
the mining and smelting interests 
of M. Guggenheim's Sons in Mexico.
